THE RUBY SPOTS OF ARISTARCHUS.

Lunar observers are less dogmatic these days about our only natural satellite 
being completely dead. It is now concede, sometimes relunctantly* that our 
moon has a very tenuous atmosphere and several observers claim , to have observed 
scintillation* col ured spots and even signs of gas being expelled from cer¬ 
tain lunar featrures. It was N.A. Kozyrev* a Russain observer at a Crimean 
observatdry who caused the first”stir” by announcing that ho believed the cra¬ 
ter Aristarchus to be an active volcano, this was in 1961 and since then the 
same region has been the centre of further activity . 

In October of last year and about a month later* 27th Nov. * observers in Amer¬ 
ica working on the Air Force lunar mapping programme claimed to have seen pat¬ 
ches of changing colour near Aristarchus which lasted for about 45 minutes. 
Using the 24 in. refractor at Lowell observatory* Flagstaff Ariz. * J.A. Green- 

acre noticed a reddish orange colour over a dome like structure (there are 

numerous such features on the moon ) to the South East of Aristarchus. Almost 

simultaneously another spot appeared due South of Herodotus* another crater to 

the North East of Aristarchus* a? -Jr' 0 . '~ + -T - * " h - - .

L-'i So brilliant did the spots become that they obscured the lunar features 
beneath them and while they were still visible a " pink streak"appeared inside 
Aristarchus, along the South East rim . 

The phenomena were sufficiently confined for them all to be kept in the field 
of view despite an eyepiece which gave a 500 times magnification. 

On this occasion the observation lasted for 45 minutes. The spots gradually 
changed colour and ceased to"sparkle", after 30 minutes the spots had changed 
to a " light ruby-red" and after another five minutes they faded and disap-p 
peared altogether. Tho pink streak persisted and lasted another 5 minuttes, 
before ittoo disappeared. 

There may be some significance in the fact that the sequence of appearance was 
reversed in the disappearance of the phenomena. 

The phenomena, or rather a part of it was repeated just over a month later, 
on Nov. 27th and this time it was confirmed by two observatories 6 miles apart. 
Reports differ on this occasion, some describe the observations as being of a 
ruby coloured spot close to Aristarchus, while others quote it as being the 
pink streak on the crater wall. 

Mysteries such as this ate likely to have to wait for a manned lunar landing 
before they can be resolved so we shall doubtless have many opportunities to 
speculate and express our own particular opinions on these and similar displays 
of lunar idiocyncrasy...

LIFE Oil THE MOON, YES, INDEED. By Rev Guy.j. Cyr S.M. 

If you were blindfolded, then brought before a wall and given a number of balls 
with variousjcoiliencies, you could gather much information regarding the nature 
of that wall by just listening carefully to the different sounds produced at the 
ball-wall impact and along the alley. Ina similar manner all kinds of special¬ 
ists have been studying " echoes" of radar waves and of many other frequencies 
in the electromagnetic spectrum reflected by the surface of the moon. Putting 
together the words these experts use to describe the texture and physical pro¬ 
perties of tho material which reflects these various waves and considering t^ie 
fact that the lunar surface is an excellent heat insulator, I came to the con¬ 
clusion that this surface doesn’t comprise dust and rocks as is generally main¬ 
tained, but tall cylindrical trees covered with fibrous , wooly material. 

Hence I expected that Feb 2. the T.V. cameras aboard Ranger -6 would photo¬ 
graph part of this truly exotic flora and transmit the pictures to earth. 

But, the cameras failed and as a result I became quite sad. However, I soon pulle 
out of it, for, early that very day there came in all kinds of reports which 
proved to me that, although the cameras failed,the craft itself was a huge suc¬ 
cess. I am not referring to tho fact that it reached the MOOn. for today an 
accomplishment like that is no longer front-page news. Briefly tho Selenites, 
the inhabitants of 'our' (?) natural satellite, as I shall try to show by a 
short analysis of the scanty reports , manifested their presence there, plus 
the fact that in science and technology tiiey are at least 200 years ahead of us. 

According to the reports published Feb 3« the Jodrell Bank radio telescope "picke 
up" the impact by Ranger-6 on the Moon 30 seconds after the impact time predic¬ 
ted by the engineers . However, according to the release made public Feb.15* 
Rangcr-6 crashed into the Moon only one -third of a second off the predicted time 
fn this type of event that is a wide (-g- sec. to 30) difference , and since NASA 
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Las not pointed out Jodrell's mistake, if there was one, I assume that the two 
statements ,although seemingly in compatible, are both correct# My explanation 
is as follows* The Selenites,( Moon inhabitants), at precisely the predictd im¬ 
pact-time, l/3 of a second off noreor loss, presented Hanger's signal from get¬ 
ting to our listeners at Goldstone,Cal. , although allowing Jodrell Bank to con¬ 
tinue getting it for 30 seconds more,. Or they stopped it completely for all and 
fed a false one to Jodrell for 30 seconds. Obviously , the strength of this ar¬ 
gument depends on the truthfulness and accuracy of the two above mentioned re¬ 
leases# Here is another one. It f s easier to understand and accept. No astron¬ 
omer , not even those at Palomar Cal., with the 200-inch, the largest in the 
world , expectud to see or photograph Ranger-6 itself approaching the lunar sur¬ 
face. That's because it was only a few feet across, icluding the solar panels. 
Those sheets were undoubtedly somewhat brilliant by reflected sunlight. But, 
they v/ere directly turned toward the sun and locked in that position all the way. 
so that from Earth Feb,2. at almost 3 days before the last quarter, the panels 
were looked at , not at an angle of 90 deg. but at an acute angle amounting to 

about 60 degs. Moreover, since these panels v/ere designed precisely for the 

purpose of absorbing light and converting it into electricity, presumably their, 
albedo, ( v/hiteness), was not very high. At any rate, no astronomers expected 
to beable to see Ranger-6 itself approaching the Moon. The only thing they cal¬ 
culated might be visible by the powerful telescopes would be the flash from the 
burning craft and, or the cloud of dust it might raise. 

Obviously, these two potential sightings v/ere^?ake place at the point and time 

of impact. Here, we must note ir.d stress the fact that the 200 inch, at Mt. 

Palomar, the telescope with actually the greatest resolving power "saw" abso¬ 
lutely nothing; No Ranger, no flash, no dust. Was it trained away from the 
area of impact-time?. Very likely not, since acoording to a release givenFeb. 

15? the craft crashed v.iohin 20 miles of the aiming point. Assuming that these 
officially publisged statements are correct, we seem to have proof that, is some¬ 
thing was seen, it wasn't Rangor-6, nor its flash when it burnt, nor the dust 
it kicked up. Furthermore, it seems that Ranger-6 didn't crash, didn't burn up 
and didn't kick up a dust. It lloks like someone eased it dorm. Any positive 
arguments to corroborate this theory ?• YES, well over 2000 of them. Study with 
an open mind the amasing sig *ings made through the years by do zsrus of astron¬ 
omers, including construction., including the two 10-mile spaceships hovering 
5,000 feet over Picard in Mare Crisium, July 29? 1953? and you will soon be con¬ 
vinced that Intelligences have been on'our' satellite for at least 200 years. 

If you come out of this study still an adamant skeptic, I suggest you look 
closely into the so-called ' volcanic eruptions' observed independantly by two 
teams of astronomers Oct. 29? 1963* According to the words of the observers two 
"spots" and various " streaks" were seen. However if you look at the &he{rch they 
made of their sightings, you 7/ill see immmediateiy that it is an entirely dif¬ 
ferent story; in fact it's 25 stroios tucked away under the word " spot","streak" 
and " volcanic eruptions". One " spot", for instance, is a perfect circle com¬ 
prising 6 identical and perfectly circular objects equidistantly located on a 
Five- mile circumference, and each circular object measuring about 2,000 Ft. 
across. Furthermore , the other " spot" and " streaks" are still more outof 
tills world. And by the way , these spots must have been very high since 

the observers said they looked'into' them •• down to the level where some o- 
paque object stepped their vision and prevented them from seeing the terrain 
beneath the " spot". If, after putting all the facts together, you don't arrive 
at the almost inevtiable conclusion that these 25 11 volcanic eruptions", as

HANS LAURITZEN SWEDEN . 

Gradually scienece has succeeded in explaining many phenomena in nature* but 
one of the most common phenomena the gravity* has not yet released its secret. 
Many prominent physicists in the world are working persistantly with experi¬ 
ments * which should give a bint on* what gravity actually is. We ant to make 
clear* whether the gravitation is ude to small particles( the so called gravi¬ 
tons)* or whether it is due to electromagnetic waves* from where does it come* 
does the effect arise* when it passes through matter or when it is stopped by 
matter. These are just a few of the many questions* which still reamain un¬ 
answered. 
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GRAVITATION ( 2 ) 

THU ELECTROMAGNETIC WAVE THEORY . The most widespread theory among physi¬ 
cists says, that the gravitation is spreading with the same velocity as electro¬ 
magnetic waves. Slbert Einstein promoted this theory. However he linked up 
the theory of gravitation with the theory on the curvature of sapce. Some 
scientists were of the opinion , that the gravitation was due to electromag¬ 
netic waves with far higher frequencies thah hitherto mentioned or measured. 

It has not yet been possible to give any proof of the existence of such grav¬ 
itational electromagnetic waves, as we must put the classical questions, from 
where the possible waves are emitted, which force causes the emission, and fur¬ 
thermore what happens, when the waves are stopped by or pass through matter. 

If we accept the probability of electromagnetic waves, we must be aware, that 
it is not a question of electromagnetic waves emitted from the earth, which 
cause the gravitation. The stopping of such waves would just add a force away 
from earth, on the particles of matter. So we must conclude, that the possible 
electromagnetic waves must have their roigin out ih space. 

Butye do not know any electromagnetic waves , which possess such and enormous 
capacity of penetration , as the gravitation has. As long as we do not have 
any sure proof of, what gravitation really is, we must not exclude any theory 
but it seems most recs'uable tp turn our attention twards other theories. 

GRAVITONS AND NEUTRINOES• First of all let us take a look on the theory on 

gravitons. We do not yet have any proof of the existance of this hypothetic 
particle. Usually it is supposed, that the gravitons arrive with high velocity 
from space and exert a pressure on the particles of matter. The same objections 
as mentioned above under electromagnetic waves are valid also for the theory of 
gravitons. On the other hand the theory on the neutrino has an advantage not 
so much that the the ry gives a better logical explanation, than above mention¬ 
ed theories, but because the neutrino actually exists. For inst. a neutrino 
is created by the splitting of a neutron, which is changed into a proton by 
the release of an electron as well as of a little particle.viz.The neutrino 
has no electric charge, and its mass is zero (like the Photon ). 

The neutrino seems to be able to penetrate infinite great amounts of matter, 
it has been calculated , that the neutrino should be able to pass through 
10 billion suns placed behind each other. However, it must be considered 
unbelievable , that the neutrinoes should reason to a gravitational effect, 
because when they pass unhindered through infinite great amounts of matter , 
they can hardly release any energy, which can manifest itself as gravity. 
Nevertheless today scientists concentrate especially on the neutrinoes on the 
basis of the view, that an association of two neutrinoes gives reason to a 
gravitational effect. Sensitive instruments have been placed under the surface 
in order to measure, the intensity of passing neutrinoes from space, and com¬ 
pare the measurements with measurements of fluctuations of the inyensity of 
gravitation, the magnetic field of earth, the situation of celstial bodies a.o. 

UNIVERSAL FREE KINETIC ENERGY. • The theory of the nongranular energy as origin 
to g7c itation is rather widespread among researchers on gravitation. 

Several variations of this theory are found, but here only one of these vari¬ 
ations will be mentioned • Briefly it says , that a free universal kinetic 
energy or a free universal energy of motion is rushing through the universe 
in all directions with an infinite velocity, a kinetic energy without relation 
ship to particles of matter. When this kinetic energy passes through matter 
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GRAVITATION ( 3) 

a little part of it is stopped* by which it adds continually kinetic energy to 
the particles of matter resulting in rotation and pulsation. An object near a 
celestial body will thus recieve more kinetic energy from the side* which turns 
away from the celestial body* and it is tncrefor pressed down on the body. 

Here it shall be emphasized * that the theoretic function of this free kinetic 
energy corresponds exactly to the theoretic function of gravitons and neutrinoes. 
On the other hand it is clear , that no final proof has been given of the exis- 
tance of such a universal free kinetic energy, and neither will be possible 
to give such a proof , as the free kinetic energy cannot be disocted directly* 
but we can only observe the effects, which it brings about in the particles of 
matter. This theory can be compared with the theorires of universal energy 
tensor, Universal metric energy tensor etc. 

AND GRAVITATION... From time to time we can meet people * who doubt the 
correctness of the Einstein Theory concerning the course of time* according to 
which each moving object has its own course of time. This time is determined 
by the velocity of the object relative to the velocity of the light in such 
a way* that \ith higher speed the course of time is slower, and at the velocity 
of the light the course of time will be zero* a clock will not move. 

It has now boon possible to have this theory confirmed by moans of experiments 
with satellites. The results of the experiments were rather complicated, as 
the obtainedresuits did not correspond to the calculations • According to the 
calculations in all cases the clock in the satellite should show a lesser time 
than tno control clock on the surface * but sometimes the clock in the satellite 
showed a greater time than the surfaccyontrcl . •> Of course we could take 

into consideration * that a satellite with an orbit against the roatation of 
the earth might move lesser than the surface of the earth relative to a stat:V. 
point in space* so it must also show a greatertime. In spite of this all exper¬ 
iments have indicated clearly, that the course of time depends upon the magni¬ 
tude or intensity of the gravitational field in such a way* that the strohger 
the gravitational filed is, the quicker the time passes. It can also be said 
that variations of tnc course of time are due to two different factors viz.. 
a n kinotic Tf factor and a 11 dynamic” factor. The kinetic factor corresponds to 
the movement of the object* and the dynamic factor corresponds to the intensity 
of the gravitational filed, in which the object is moving • 

LIGHT AND GRAVITATION... That the light is influenced by the gravitation to a 
ceratin extent is well known from the phenoss&c-n , that the light is deflected 
’a I f r* wbfci* ^ ceieeaj.al body i- ins l * the sun* But 

as the photons have neither mass nor electrical charge, the effect must be due 
to a symmetry of the energy tensor, which is the medium for the spreading of 
the light . 

THE GRAVITATIONAL FREQUENCY SHIFT OF ELECTROMAGNETIC WAVES AND THE MOSSBAUER= 
EFFECT. By experiments among others with satellites it has been established, 
that the frequencies of the electromagnetic waves vary slightly in accordance 
with the intensity of the gravitational fi&ld , which the waves pass through. 

The variations follow this patterns when the electromagnetic waves are emitted 
from the weaker gravitational field around the satellite, they arrive at the sur¬ 
face of earth with a higher frequency, than they had when emitted; 
and when the electromagnetic waves are emitted from the stronger gravitational 
field of the surface of the earth, they arrive at the satellite with a lower fre¬ 
quency * than they had when they were emitted. By the Mossbauer effect it is 
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GRAVITATION. ( 4 ) 

understood exactly the same phenomenon for gamma rays. 

THE UNIVERSAL CONSTANT FOR c. SOMETBSS WE HAVE SEEN people doubt , whether 
c really exists as a universal constant, as t ey pretend , that the velocity 
of light is varying. Just as often as we have seen established , that the vel¬ 
ocity light is constant. However, this is not quite correct^ the velocity of 

light is not constant. ?/hht is cosiiant is the velocity of light per second 
( or per any unit of time). Here we have to take into consideration, that the 
course of time varies after both the kinetic factor and the dynamic factor, 
which seen from a static universal point means , that the second has not the 
same length everywhere. As the velocity of light always follows exactly the 
course of time in such a way, that a movement with the veloicty of light indi¬ 
cates a course of time of zero, so the product of the velocity of light and one 

second will always remain constant. Seen from a static universal point it 

means, that the velocity of light is lov/er in a weaker gravitational field 
and higher in a stronger gravitational field.

THE FORMULAS B = mx c + g. Some might wonder , why this new formula is in¬ 
troduced but the facts , that the electromagnetic waves vary according to 
-gravitation , and that both the course of time and the velocity of light vary 
according to the gravitation, must inevitably make us put t is question, whether 
also the energy of particles o£ matter should vary according to gravitation. 

The Einstein formula E = m x c genially found, and we must £ry to imagine the 
considerations, which might have led to the application of c^. Whon the light 
is moving with the same velocity as the spreading velocity of time, so the reason 
to the emission of light must be directly related herwith. Light and other 
electromagnetic waves are an fact matter with infinite mass. Thereforwe can 
imagine , that tee unkn own force , which keeps together the p articles of matter 
is counterbalanced by an energy of the partiiles corresponding to 186,000 m.p. 
second, and by that light, is emitted. As this unknown force determines boththe 
velocity of light and the course of time as being two secondary effects, 
it is reasonable to presume , that if one combined two secondary effects ( vel¬ 
ocity of light and one second) and squared the result, one would arrive at an 
expression of the otherwise unknown force , which the particles must attain 
during light emission, and which therefor also must be determining for the con¬ 
tents of energy in the particles of matter. But we knw now, that the variations 
in this unknown force take place in accordance with variations in the gravita¬ 
tional fields, but as these variations act diametrically opposite on the two 
secindary effects , inasmuch cas tne velocity of light becomes just as much 
higher , as the second becomes correspondingly shorter , and this means, that 
the product c or the squire of c remains continually constant is pite of the fact 
that the conditions for the contents of energy in the particles of matter have 
changed. ^The most correct way to express the contents of energy must be . 

E = m x c + g. , because t is new formula gives adequate allowance to varia¬ 
tions of gravitation. 

THE FREE FALL. V'hy does 1 lb of lead fall just as quickly to the ground as 
3 lbs ( apart from the difference in the beginning of the fall which is small) 
When* there are 3 times so much matter fit the gravitation to act upon, why does 
it not fall 3 times as quickly?. At any rate is does not. So we can with cer¬ 
tainty say, that the velocity of fall is not relative to the difference between 
the falling object and the celstial body in question. The velocity of free fall 
is determined by the total mass of tne object and the celestial body relative 
to the universal constant of gravitation . 
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GRAVITATION ( 5 ) 

MACH'S PRINCIPLE AND THE EX ENDING UNIVERSE. Mach’s principle indicates, that 
t ho gravitational constant is determined by the total mass ox all matter in the 
universe. This must be attractive to the researchers , who believe , that the 
gravitationa originates from the energy slung out by the clestial bodies, 
but it is provided , that the gravitation does not expand quicker than the 
matter in universe. The most distant celestial bodies remove apparnetly with 
the velocity of * ,* * 96 .000 miles per second. If we suppose , that 

the velocity of the gravtation is many times higher than that of light, and 
many Eesearchers mean that, so the gravitation will decrease continually ata 
greater rate thah the presumed expanding of toe universe. By toe way we cannot 
be sure, that the red shift of light from the distant galaxies should be inter¬ 
preted as a Doppler ef ect. as the reason could be a shift due to variations 
of tho intensity of gravitation. 

BXPS^EISlvTS... By means of satillites it is possible to undertake experiments 
with gravitation far better than hitherto. However, here shall be mentioned 
quite another type of experiment. A magnet has be.jn cooled down to near the 
absolute zero ^273 degrees Cclcius. The magnet weighed only obot 1 lb. 
but with this extreme temperature a cucrent of a few volts was sufficient to 
create a so strong magneticfield as with a normal temperature would have re¬ 
quired a magnet of several tons and a very string current. Bow we can imagine 
a Tesla coil of Dr. Marcel Page’s instrument cooled do \m to about the absolute 
zero. The upward drift on the plate of mica would be enormous and capable of 
lifting several tons high. It is coratinly reasonable to presume , that this 
phenomenon already is used and practiced. 

CONCLUSION.. It would be of importance once more to empho-size the fact, that 
variations of intensity of gravitation cause corresponding variations of the 
velocity of light, of the course of time, and of the energy contents of 
electromagnetic waves.

MYSTERY SKY LIGHT SCARE. 

ADELAIDE. 

ADELAIDE. FRIDAY JUNE 19th 1964 . 

" The NEWS" 

A mystery sky light turns night into day . It was pale green and had afiery 
tail , the object startled early morning workers in Adelaide and Melbourne a t 
4.36 a.m. today . 

The light was so brilliant it turned night into day , but the cause of the s 
strange light is unknown . The main speculation was that the flash could have 
been caused by a satellite burning up on re-entry into the earth’s atmosphere. 

The operations radio room at the police headquarters in Adelaide recieved doz¬ 
ens of calls, mainly from milkmen , soon after the object passed over about 4*30. 

All mobile patrols reported seeing the strange light. 

At the Adelaide Airport, the operations room recieved a report from a TAA Plec¬ 
tra flying from Perth to Melbourne that the pilot had seen the bright light 
at a point 50 miles west of Nhill in Victoria. 

The pilot said that it was ablinding light and to him indicated some form of 
re-entry. 

First reports of the sighting between 4*36. a.m. and 4-45* a.m. suggested that 
the light may have beena rocket flare near Adelaide. But the airlines pilot's 
report ana a Woomera sighting indicated that the flash occurred high above the 
earth. Adleaide amateur astronomers and satellite trackers teams at Woomera 
said today the manner in which the object appeared suggested it was a meteor 
exploding in the earth's atmosphere. 

Many early morning workers told of seeing the mystery light. 

Mr Tom Fox. said. " It was very bright and quite different from lightning; it 
lit up the whole of Prospect. 

It seemed to be bullet-nosed with pale green flames shooting from it." 

A taxi driver Mr Alan Warner said that when he was on the Marion Rd. tne object 
flashed over his car travelling south east . 

" It started as a thin streak, then as ti passed over it broadened out giving 
a long wide, blue glow, you could have read a newspaper from its light ." 
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Mystery Sky Light Report cont. 

A spokesman from the Baker- Nunn camera satellite tracking station at Island 
Lagoon , near Woomera, said no official sighting had been made of the object. 

11 However one of the team happened to bewjrlking-.outside and noticed the flash j 
By the time he realised what was happening, the object disappeared. ^ 

The short duration of the flash indicates that it was probably caused by a me¬ 
teor. " He added. 

Another of other reports were recieved from various people all of which confirm¬ 
ed the previous remarks. 


The Editor was contacted by the " News" for a statement, who told the reporter 
that the evidence was too scanty to be dogmatic as to what it was. although he 
felt personally that it was more likely to be some satellite re-entry or a i'. 
piece of one. and that in view of the USa stating only a few days prior that 
they had lost a Plutonium load from a satellite they had sent up. and had asked 
Australia to watch for it* it could well bo a part of this. 

On the other hand it did not rule out entirely the possibilty of a UFO.as the 
descriptions given fitted some of the sightings made around the v/olrd. of such 
at high altitudes. 

One thing which it is interesting to note is that if the USu object had a plu¬ 
tonium load this fact is worthybof note in that, it is generally accepted, 
that Plutonium is used only in a war head lissile. then what was it doing in 
a shot supposed to be pf a peaceful nature, either to another planet or the 
moon. ? hlso one of the greatest concerns of the report was that it contained 
a large amount of dangerous.atomic elements which would pollute the air, and 
thus bring further danger tb the already overloaded atmosphere uf the earth 
with radiation. It appears that they thought it might land in Australia, 
or explode above it. and caution was given to test the air for such. 

Could it be that this strange light was just that same highly dangerous ob¬ 
ject with its payload of Plutonium and radiation hazard, exploding over just 
where they expected it might bo? if so Australians had bcetr be prepared for 
further doses of radiation and the attendant troubles of sicknesses which are 
already plaguing us and arc covered up by fancy names.

" It seemed as if it just headed towards the ground and went out. 

I went up there this morning and had a look around but I could find nothing" 

Here it seems there is a a case more for a distinctive object quite separate 
from that which was seen by the other witnesses, for if we are to belive Mr. 
Pomeroy* then his object v/as near to the ground and very close to him. whilst 
the other was seen high in the sky still travelling south-east . 

The pungent smell too has some significarace to UFO fclk. 

The Curator of minerals at the S.A. Museum said it was likely that the museum 
would send an expedition to search for the meteor if it appeared it landed in 
South Australia. He said reports of the direction in which it v/as traveli 
ling were needed to determine where it mignt hav danded. 

Melbourne. June 19* The senior scientific representative in Australia for the 
U.S. national Aeronautics and Sface Administration said tonight that from the 
descriptions he had h«en given it seemed to have boon a meteor. 

There was a possibility that section of a satellite had re-e-netered the earth's 
atmosphere. " With all that debris up there* some of it might have just come 
down"* ho said. 

In contra to this. Canberra. Astronomers at Mt. Stromlo Observatory near 
Canberra believe the brilliant flash of light across the southern sky this morn¬ 
ing was a meteor exploding in the earth's atmosphere. They have discounted the 
theory that it v/as a satellite. 

Well there you have it folks, officially it seems it is to be dubbed a meteor, 
but your guess is as good as mine and actually as good as theirs, for they are 
none of thorn game to say what it really v/as. YET .

For Four days huge tornadoes, high seas, and floods have swept the whole 
of the Australian States, from the West to the Fast and from Queensland down to Tas¬
